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WHAT IS AN EARTHQUAKE ? 

Recent earthquakes have attracted the atten- 
tion of M. Mennier, the well-known geologist, 
who has made experiments as to the cause of 
earthquakes in general, and actually experl- 
enced one at Nice. He declares that in spite of 
Humboldt's and other fine descriptions, nothing 
short of an apprenticeship to earthquakes will 
enable a man to encounter one without emotion. 
At first vague rumblings are heard, then dis- 
tinct nolses under the ground, which calminate 
in a series of irregular and indefinite shocks. 
At Nice only three shocks running were felt,but 
in Atlanta, In Greece, lately, ss many as 35 
shocks occurred one day. 

Earthquakes are not isolated phenomena ; but 
associated, as a rule, and shocks are felt over 
vast areas, The shocks wreck houses, bridges, 
and other engineering works, and produce fis- 
sures in the soll, or circular pits, which soon fill 
with water. At Seville, in 1554, a crack opened 
so suddenly as to split a large tree from the 
root to the branches, leaving one half growing 
on each brink, 

When the shock occurs beside the sea a flood- 
wave overwhelms the land, strewing fish and 
vessels on the shore, as at Lisbon in 1755, 

The moral effect of the shock is even worse 
than the physical, for a panic often occurs, and 
la dispositlon to doubt everything, as well as 
bodily sickness and loss of equliibrium, The
